Administration for his dedication to duty and his outstanding contribution to federal drug 13 

law enforcement; and  14 

WHEREAS, John Compton was a charter member of Liberty Road Faith 15 

Fellowship Church, where he also served on the board and was a member of the financial 16 

committee. He was also a member of the Griffin Gate Homeowners Association Board of 17 

Directors, and was co-founder and a charter member of the Bryan Station Alumni 18 

Association. He was inducted into the Hall of Distinction in 2007 for his years of service 19
